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Numisamatics  and  Rock  ’N  Roll:  The  R&B  Connection

Here  is  a  quick  numismatic  quiz:  what  do  a  1909-S  VDB  Lin¬ 
coln  cent,  an  1874-CC  Liberty  Seated  dime,  a  1932-D 
Washington  quarter,  a  1796  Draped  Bust  half  dollar,  and  an 
1893-S  Morgan  dollar  have  in  common  with  a  Rhythm  &  Blues 
vocal  group?  The  coins  are,  of  course,  the  five  keys  to  their 
series.  The  R&B  vocal  group,  composed  of  Rudy  West,  Ber- 
nie  West,  Maryland  Pierce,  Ripley  Ingram,  and  Dickie  Smith 
recorded  under  the  name  “The  Five  Keys.” 

In  my  thirty  years  of  coin  collecting,  nearly  every  collector 
I  have  met  has  had  another  hobby.  Whether  he  or  she  collected 
books  or  baseball  cards,  seashells  or  stamps,  that  strange  urge 
to  accumulate  “things”  has  almost  always  resulted  in  more  than 
one  hobby  for  each  of  my  collector  friends.  Like  so  many  of 
thes  other  coin  collectors,  I  too  have  another  hobby.  I  collect 
R&B  vocal  group  recordings. 

The  popular  phrase  “R&B”  conjures  up  visions  of  lustrous 
red  and  brown  “coppers”  to  a  coin  collectore  of  early  American 
cents.  Mention  that  same  phrase,  “R&B,”  to  a  lover  of  rock  ’n 
roll  and  the  the  melodic  street  corner  harmonies  of  the  Rhythm 
&  Blues  vocal  group  era  sing  out  once  again. 

In  1946,  with  the  joy  of  victory  still  fresh  in  its  memory,  a 
revitalized  post-war  America  rapidly  awakened  to  the 
possibilities  of  its  own  bright  future.  The  future  was  not  so 
bright  for  many  young  black  Americans.  Stuck  in  low  paying 
jobs  or  in  the  ranks  of  the  unemployed,  many  young  men  and 
women  from  the  country’s  inner  city  area  turned  to  the  enter¬ 
tainment  field  for  their  fair  share  of  the  “American  Dream.” 

That  same  year,  1946,  four  young  black  men  formed  a  vocal 
group,  calling  themselves  the  Ravens.  The  group’s  founder,  Jim¬ 
my  Ricks,  sang  a  rich  bass  voice  that  blended  harmoniously 
with  that  of  baritone  vocalist  Warren  Suttles  and  tenors 
Leonard  Puzey  and  Ollie  Jones.  The  Ravens  soon  set  the  stan¬ 
dard  that  all  future  R&B  vocal  groups  were  measured  against. 
Their  earliest  recordings  are  on  the  HUB  record  label  out  of 
New  York  City.  To  a  numismatist,  a  hub  is  an  important  part 
of  the  minting  process  from  which  dies  are  made.  To  an  R&B 
fan,  HUB  represents  the  rare  78  rpm  recordings  by  the  Ravens 
that  mark  the  early  beginnings  of  rock  ’n  roll. 

In  1947  Ollie  Jones  left  the  Ravens  and  was  replaced  by 
Maithe  Marshall  forming  a  line-up  that  would  last  into  the  early 
1950s.  Leaving  HUB  records,  the  group  crossed  the  Hudson 
river,  taking  their  talents  to  the  National  label  in  New  Jersey, 
where  they  scored  big  with  “OP  Man  River,”  a  Broadway  stan-

dard  from  the  play  “Porgy  and  Bess.”  R&B  lovers  collect  “Na¬ 
tionals”  as  avidly  as  paper  money  fanciers,  thanks  to  the 
Ravens.  There  is  one  other  numismatic  connection  that  can  be 
made  for  the  Ravens.  During  the  1940s  and  1950s,  the  group 
underwent  several  personnel  changes,  and  at  a  very  late  stage 
of  its  career  the  group  featured  a  vocalist  named  Dave  Bowers! 

Following  the  initial  success  of  the  Ravens,  many  other  R&B 
vocal  groups  and  single  artists  made  numismatic  connections 
of  their  own.  In  1948  Ivory  Joe  Hunter,  best  known  for  his  mid 
1950s  hit  recording  of  “Since  I  Met  You  Baby”  and  “Corrine, 
Corrinne”  made  his  numismatic  connection  with  “No  Money, 
No  Luck  Blues”  on  the  King  label.  Based  in  Cincinnati,  King 
was  the  parent  label  of  Federal  and  Deluxe  records.  In  1952  the 
Federal  label  boasted  a  group  named  the  Dominoes,  compos¬ 
ed  of  vocal  coach  Billy  Ward’s  four  most  promising  students. 
When  lead  singer  Clyde  McPhatter  left  the  group  in  1953  to 
form  the  Drifters,  a  young  man  named  Jackie  Wilson  replac¬ 
ed  McPhatter  in  the  group.  Their  rendition  of  “Three  Coins  In 
The  Fountain”  with  Wilson  on  lead  was  a  numismatic  contribu¬ 
tion  of  incomparable  beauty  that  sounds  as  good  today  as  it 
did  when  first  recorded  for  the  King  label  in  1954.

In  1953  the  Drifters  were  making  numismatic  connections 
of  their  own.  They  recorded  “Money  Honey”  for  the  Atlantic 
label.  This  song  has  been  re-recorded  by  various  groups 
throughout  the  history  of  rock  ’n  roll. 

In  the  mid  1950s  Atlantic  records  released  Clyde  McPhatter 
and  the  Drifters  from  their  contract  and  began  a  search  for  the 
“new”  drifters.  A  group  known  as  the  5  Crowns  were  formed 
into  the  Drifters  as  we  know  them  today.  They  were  responsi¬ 
ble  for  such  hits  as  “Under  The  Boardwalk”  and  “Up  On  The 
Roof,”  as  well  as  the  Numismatically  inclined  “Jackpot”  in 
1962.  Before  their  worldwide  success  as  the  Drifters,  the  5 
Crowns  recorded  a  numismatic  number  of  their  own  titled 
“19.50  Bus”  on  the  Rainbow  label  in  1953. 

During  the  1950s  Atlantic  records  was  a  treasure  chest  of 
R&B  numismatic  connections.  The  Clovers  recorded  their 
classic  up-tempo  recording  of  “Your  Cash  Ain’t  Nothing  But 
Trash”  in  1954.  One  of  the  founding  fathers  of  rock  ’n  roll,  Ray 
Charles,  recorded  “Greenbacks”  for  the  label  in  1955. 

Other  vocal  groups  made  numismatic  connections  in  the 
1950s,  including  Steve  Gibson  and  the  Redcaps,  who  recorded 
“Three  Dollars  and  Ninety  Eight  Cents”  for  the  RCA  Victor 
label  in  1951.  That  same  year  the  Hollywood  Four  Flames 
recorded  “Dividend  Blues”  for  the  Unique  label. 

In  the  mid  1950s  Elvis  Prsely  and  Bill  Haley  and  the  Com¬ 
ets  drew  heavily  on  the  R&B  and  Country  music  sounds  to 
usher  in  the  sound  of  rock  ’n  roll.  R&B  record  producers  like 
New  York’s  George  Goldner  were  quick  to  spot  this  new  trend 
in  popular  music.  Groups  like  the  Crows,  the  Valentines,  and 
the  Teenagers  carried  that  rock  ’n  roll  sound  to  every  radio 
speaker  in  teenage  America.  George  Goldner  owned  GEE 
records  and  one  of  his  vocal  groups  made  an  important 
numismatic  connection  simply  by  naming  themselves  the 
Coins! 


Many  other  numismatic  connections  can  be  made  for  this 
“golden  age  of  rock  ’n  roll.”  Fortune  records  of  Detroit, 
Michigan  gave  us  the  numismatically  named  5  Dollars  who 
recorded  for  the  label  from  1955  to  1957.  Other  “numismatic” 
groups  from  the  1950s  include  the  5  Pennies  on  the  Savoy  label; 
the  5  Bills  on  Brunswick;  the  C-Notes  on  Everlast;  the  Five  Keys 
on  Aladdin;  and  the  5  Shillings  and  the  Fortunes  on  the  Decca 
label.  Little  Willie  John,  best  known  for  his  R&B  standard 
“Talk  To  Me,”  recorded  “Love,  Life,  and  Money”  for  the  King 
label  in  1957.  In  1955  the  Mello  Harps  sang  “Ain’t  Got  The 
Money”  for  the  Tin  Pan  Alley  label.  Evidently  the  Spaniels  with 
lead  singer  James  “Pookis”  Hudson  didn’t  have  the  money 
either,  as  witnessed  by  their  1957  recording  of  “I.O.U.”  for  the 
Vee-Jay  label.  Even  Gene  and  Eunice  were  in  dire  financial 
straits  in  1957  as  their  recording  of  “Where  Is  The  Money”  for 
the  VIK  label  demonstates.  Not  every  group  was  broke  however, 
for  Bruce  Clark  and  the  Qs  offered  “A  Penny  For  Your 
Thoughts”  on  the  Hull  label  in  the  early  1960s.  One  of  the 
premier  groups  of  the  1950s,  the  Moonglows,  recorded  their 
numismatically  titled  “Penny  Arcade”  in  1956  for  the  Chess 
label  out  of  Chicago,  which  wasn’t  released  until  1961.  In  1960 
the  Skyliners  recorded  an  up-tempo  rendition  of  the  old  stan¬ 
dard  “Pennies  From  Heaven”  for  the  Calico  label.  This  popular 
up-tempo  record  still  receives  regular  airplay  on  “oldies  but 
goodie”  stations  across  the  nation! 

There  is  a  wealth  of  rock  ’n  roll  songs  that  make  numismatic 
connections,  but  I  have  only  concentrated  on  that  period  from 
1946  to  1961,  known  as  the  “golden  age”  of  R&B  vocal  groups. 
Perhaps  one  day  I’ll  research  the  later  years  of  rock’s  history 
for  songs  that  make  numismatic  connections,  but  right  now  I‘m 
going  to  read  the  latest  issue  of  The  Numismatist  while  the 
sweet  sounds  of  the  R&B  vocal  group  era  make  lyrical 
numismatic  connections  on  my  stereo.

The  Complete  Guide  To  Barber  Halves 

by  DAVID  LAWRENCE 

As  Reviewed  by  J.  Brandt 


The  latest  book  on  the  Barber  series  fills  a  gap  for  knowledge  on  this  very  popular  and  collectible  half  dollar.  I  don’t  think 
there  are  many  middle  aged  collectors  who  have  never  owned  a  Barber  half.  It  was  very  common  in  the  early  1960s  until  the  big 
silver  meltdown  which  greatly  reduced  their  population. 

In  his  book  Mr.  Lawrence  devotes  a  page  for  every  date  and  mintmark.  He  presents  the  relative  scarcity  and  the  price  history 
for  each  along  with  a  photograph. 

I  found  the  book  to  be  very  helpful  in  learning  which  halves  are  scarce  and  in  what  condition.  This  information  is  always  helpful 
when  attempting  to  assemble  the  entire  series  in  a  specific  condition.  The  information  is  also  helpful  when  cherry  picking  dealer’s 
inventory! 

The  main  drawback  to  this  otherwise  informative  book  is  the  grading  section.  I  had  hoped  to  see  large  photographs  of  the  represen¬ 
tative  grades  instead  of  the  small  photographs.  The  quality  of  the  photographs  is  great,  they  only  need  more  enlargement.  There 
is  ample  space  for  enlargement.  Also,  what  happened  to  the  descriptions  and  photographs  of  Mint  State  coins?  I  want  to  learn 
about  the  nuances  of  Mint  State  grading  and  this  is  one  of  the  reasons  I  was  interested  in  the  book. 

If  you  are  a  serious  collector,  buy  the  book.  Otherwise,  borrow  the  book  from  a  friend,  like  I  did.

As  we  go  about  the  business  of  visiting 
G.S.N.A.  member  clubs  and  exchanging 
information  between  the  Board  and  the 
membership,  we  become  more  aware  of 
many  views,  insights,  and  contributing 
factors  which  make  up  the  present  day 
coin  hobby. 

Because  it  affects  everything  and  is 
ever  present,  our  economic  situation  and 
ability  to  pay  for  printing,  meeting  space, 
advertising,  and  security  are  constant 
concerns  of  both  our  Board  and  the  in¬ 
dividual  clubs.  Individuals  experiencing 
financial  hardship  of  whatever  degree, 
contribute  less  to  the  hobby  through  join¬ 
ing  fewer  clubs,  buying  fewer  coins,  and 
supporting  fewer  dealers.  The  less  than 
clear  direction  of  political  leaders  and 
resulting  uncertain  thoughts  and  feelings 
of  the  public  fail  to  stabilize  spending. 

Investors  and  the  big  profits  of  high 
gold  and  silver  prices  have  disappeared. 
People  who  bought  too  high  or  sold  too 
late  are  disillusioned.  They  either  took  a 
loss  selling  or  put  everthing  away,  either 
way  they  are  not  participating  now.  This 
again  has  cut  into  our  supporting  active 
membership. 

The  backbone  of  the  coin  hobby  and 
the  support  ultimately  for  the  clubs, 
associations,  and  shows  is  the  collector. 
The  hobby  needs  to  renew  itself  by 
generating  interest  in  collecting  and 
establishing  new  and  young  collectors. 
The  young  and  new  collector  buys  from 
the  dealer  making  it  worthwhile  to  set  up 
business,  and  from  the  established  collec¬ 
tor  who  is  selling  off  duplicates,  lower 
grade  coins,  or  everything.  The  new  col¬ 
lector  must  be  helped  and  allowed  to 
become  knowledgeable  and  comfortable 
to  buy,  sell,  collect,  and  to  operate  the 
clubs  and  associations.  If  we  want  the 
clubs,  associations,  shows  and  compo¬ 
nent  parts  of  the  hobby  we  enjoy  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  function,  then  we  must  bring  new 
collectors  into  the  hobby  and  orient  them 
to  the  hobby.

My  Favorite  Coin:  The  1895-0  Dime 

by  J.  T.  DONOHUE 


The  1895-0  dime,  mintage  440,000,  is  the  real  key  to  the 
Barber  dime  series.  But  what  about  the  1894-S  of  which  only 
ten  specimens  are  known?  Numismatists  now  acknowledge  that 
the  vaunted  1894-S  is  an  artificially  created  rarity  manufactured 
for  the  pleasure  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  Superintendent  and 
a  few  of  his  cronies.  The  increasing  awareness  of  this  fact 
among  collectors  may  help  to  explain  the  recent  popularity 
surge  in  the  series  and  also  explain  the  price  increase  registered 
by  the  1895-0  over  the  last  four  years. 

When  I  first  re-entered  the  hobby  in  1984,  I  collected  only 
Buffalo  nickels.  However,  in  response  to  some  friendly  prod¬ 
ding  from  fellow  collectors  to  broaden  my  numismatic  interests, 
I  decided  to  collect  Barber  dimes.  1  had  been  collecting  Barber 
dimes  for  only  three  months  when  I  attended  my  first  G.S.N.A. 
Convention  in  1988. 1  searched  three  quarters  of  the  bourse  and 
had  found  nothing.  Then  I  saw  it  sitting  in  a  dealer’s  display 
case:  an  1895-0  Barber  dime  with  an  attractive  golden  toning. 
Although  traces  of  an  old  cleaning  could  be  discerned  in  the 
obverse  field,  the  reverse  looked  uncirculated.  Both  the  obverse 
and  the  reverse  were  well  struck,  which  is  exceptional  for  this 
date.  The  coin  was  originally  priced  at  $600.,  but  it  was  mark¬ 
ed  down  midway  between  Greysheet  bid  and  ask  for  an  about 
uncirculated  specimen.  One  would  ask  why  the  discount?  The 
answer  was  that  two  dealers  were  liquidating  their  partnership 
and  all  assets  had  to  be  converted  to  cash  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  usual  advice  for  someone  starting  on  a  new  series  is  to 
stick  with  the  common  dates  and  not  go  for  the  keys  right  away. 
In  doing  so,  one  can  gradually  familiarize  oneself  with  the  issue 
rather  than  risk  getting  burned  at  the  outset.  It  all  sounded 
logical,  since  1  only  wanted  a  very  fine  specimen.  Then  I 
thought,  what  if  I  never  find  a  very  fine  specimen.  So,  after 
some  initial  hesitation,  I  decided  to  buy  the  coin.  The  dealer 
was  kind  enough  to  accept  a  down  payment  and  hold  the  coin 
for  me  until  I  could  send  him  the  balance.  Within  a  few  weeks, 
the  coin  was  mine.  Four  years  later  the  price  has  almost  tripl¬ 
ed.  I  could  sell  the  coin  and  make  a  profit,  but  I  am  a  collector 
at  heart  and  rarity  means  more  to  me  than  profit.  I  am  glad 
I  bought  the  dime  when  I  did.  In  a  recent  survey  conducted  by 
the  Barber  Coin  Collectors  1895-0  dimes  in  extra  fine  or  about 
uncirculated  were  given  a  rarity  rating  of  R-6:  “very  rare,”  almost 
never  found. 

Looking  back,  I  think  I  was  very  fortunate  to  have  been  at 
the  right  place  at  the  right  time.  I  am  also  glad  that  I  bought 
the  coin  when  I  did,  since  fresh  material  is  getting  difficult  to 
locate. 

I  now  consider  the  1895-0  dime  my  favorite  coin  and  am  glad 
that  I  bought  the  key  first.  I  am  looking  forward  to  G.S.N.A.’s 
17th  Annual  Convention  in  June  where  you’ll  find  me  on  the 
bourse  floor  looking  for  the  rest  of  the  Barber  series.
